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Continuation of 5: Applicant's arguments filed 07 July 2003 have been fully considered but they are not persuasive. In response to 
applicant's arguments, as for claims 9-16 in regards to Finarov's Figure 2, Figures 4 and Figures 5a-5c do use principles from Figure 2; 
thereby, the theta angle is derived from the beta angle. However, Fig. 4 does comprise an angle of incidence measurement unit (col. 8, 
lines 40-45) which measures the angle of the beam reflected from the surface to ensure an accurate theta reading in case the surface is 
not flat (col. 10, lines 65-67; col. 11, lines 1-20). It would be obvious to one skilled in the art that the theta angle was sensed, for the 
detector comprises an angle of incidence measurement unit.
